Other than cargoes. 


Losses due to other acts of Germany 


and Austria-Hungary included destruc- 
tion and requisition of American prop 
erties, both in enemy temtoiy and tei 
ntory occupied at various times by 
enemy forces 


The state department's statistics show 


that American citizens at the outbreak 
or war had abut $300,000,000 worth of 
property in enemy countries, and in 
those which ha\e been under enemj oc- 
cupation.

of doctors. 
He claimed the common 


school system is defective, in that it is 
impossible for the poor boy to get pro- 
fessional education. Children of par- 
ents in modern circumstances, he said 
can't afford 
the 
cost of professionali 


schools. 
He predicted, unless better j 


provision is made, that in 10 years 
there will be no rural physicians. 


People will not live in the country 


unless they can find some competent 
doctor within a reasonable 
distance. 


Yet the scarcity may be more appar- 
ent than real. A great many men who 
formerly held a very active practice, 
are now with the army. 
They will 


soon return. 


In the period before the war. there 


did not seem to be any great scarcity 
of physicians, numerically 
speaking. 


In many small cities, half a dozen men 
would have the cream of the practice, 
and a dozen or more of others would 
be struggling for a foothold.
